Black Be* Water la Pelae*. 


The explorations of the Russian 


scientist Andrnaiow have established 
a very curious fact. The Black sea, 
which in some parts has a depth of 
more than 6,500 feet, is poisoned by 
nlpbnreted 
hydrogen wherever the 


water is deeper than 1,900 feet. This 
oconnts for the cnrions fact that there 
s no organic life below that depth, ex- 
cepting perhaps some bacteria of very 
ow order, impregnated with sulphur, 
"'he causes for this phenomenon are ex- 
lained by the quick outflow of the 
resh water through the Bosporons, 
while salt water coming from the Med- 


erranean enters through a deeper our- 
ent into the depths of the Black sea. 


The waters on the surface are, there- 


fore, controlled absolutely by horizontal 
currents of considerable force, and ver- 
tical currents which might carry the 
noxious gases from the bottom to the 
surface and fresh oxygen from the sur- 
face to the bottom are hardly ever no- 
ticeable. The water at great depths is 
now so saturated with sulphuric gas by 
the disintegration of organic matter 
sinking to the bottom by reason of its 
weight that oo fish or other living be- 
ing which needs oxygen for its organic 
system can exist beyond a stated depth.
